There is no objection in prln 
clple, so far as the rights of the 
m urderer 
himself are concerned, 
to capital punishment. 
If human 
life is a thing too sacred to be 
taken, 
he who has violated that 
right in others Is not the one to 
demand that it be respected toward 
him. 
And even from the larger stand­ 
point of society, there m ight be 
much to say in behalf of capital 
punishm ent—if we really had It. 
In England, where they do have It, 
it seem* to serve as a deterrent. 
Also, it does satisfy the human In­ 
stinct of vengeance, which all our 
logic has not yet theorised out of 
existence. 
The objection In this country Is 
that the little capital punishm ent 
we have left Is not enough to fit 
r.ny of these justifications of the 
system, but ie still quite enough to 
bo open to all the objections on 
thq other side. 
We hang only a 
few of our murderers, and these 
only the ignorant, friendless, and 
undefended. 
The 
only 
hanging 
clim e in this country is hiring the 
wrong lawyer. 
And these we hang 
so long afterw rrd that even our 
Mood-thirst is gone. 
They are too 
otscure and alkin for their fate to 
act as a deterrent. 
To the Inher­ 
ent horror of the system la added 
the Injustice of confining 
it 
to 
these, the moat miserable of its 
victims, and the only ones as to 
whom there Is any serious risk of 
hanging the wrong one. 
Since 
there 
seems to be no 
prospect of getting 
real 
capital 
punishment, in which 
the 
usual 
consequence of m urder will be the 
prompt execution of the m urderer, 
it would be better to 
do 
away 
with the fragm entary rem nant of 
it which alone remains.

WILL BEAR WATCHING 


A bill that has been introduced into the State 
Senate by Senator Rominger. of L/>ng Beach, w ill; 
bear watching by Orange county. 
It has been known j 
for a long time that Long Beach is quite anxious 
that a county be formed with Long Beach to be 
named as the county seat, and Senator Rominger * j 
bill, no doubt, is meant to enable Long Beach to 
co n y out its wish. 
We are not particularly interested in whether Lusj 
Angeles county is dvided. 
That is almost entirely a 
matter for concern within the boundaries of Los An­ 
geles county. 
We can safely admit that the matter ^ 
is none of our business, so long as the proponents. 
of the proposed new county confine their proposal 
to Los Angeles. 
But, should any effort be made to take a foot of 
Orange county. Orange county stands ready to fight. 
The bill introduced by Senator Rominger carries 
provisions leaving the matter entirely to the area pro­ 
posed to be included in the new county. 
If the area 
lies entirely within one county, fhe initiating peti­ 
tion must be signed by at least fifty per cent of the 
qualified electors living within the proposed county. 
If the area lies in two or more counties, a separate pe­ 
tition must be signed with a majority of the electors 
of “each part or portion of each country”. 
The final 
decision shall be left to a majority vote of the entire 
area of the proposed new county. 
There is no pro- J 
vision in the bill making it necessanr for the matter 
to be carried through the state legislature. 
There is one provision in the bill that seems to pro­ 
tect Orange county from any division under the bill. 
This provision is, "nor shall any 
new 
county be 
formed v/hich shall reduce to less than 1,200 square 
miles the area of an existing county from which ter­ 
ritory is taken to form such new county. ’ 
Legally, if taken into court, this wording might 
exempt Orange county from being raided by the sug­ 
gested Long Beach county, for Orange county, ac­ 
cording to County Surveyor W. K. Hillyard, has an 
area of less than 1,000 square miles. 
The wording, 
however, would be clearer, and more satisfactory to 
Orange county, were the bill to contain a provision 
that no part of a county with an area of less than 
1,200 square miles shall be taken as a part of any 
proposed new county. 
As the bill now stands, it is 
evident that nothing could be taken from the county 
whose area by the taking would be reduced to less 
than 1.200 but it might be possible, because the bill 
does not specifically prevent it, to take from a county 
that already has less than 1,200. 
Orange county has no desire to interfere in what­ 
ever differences may exist between the city of Los 
Angeles and the portion of Los Angeles county that 
lies outside the city of Los Angeles 
We don’t desire 
to be dragged into the matter in any shape or form. 
For that reason the Rominger bill ought to be so 
worded that there would be no possibility of this 
county being drawn into the controversy.

W hile The Register, as stated a few days ago, is 
opposed to changing names of towns, streets, etc., 
simply for the sake of change, and is especially op­ 
posed to the sacrifice of names of historical signifi­ 
cance and those honoring pioneers, nevertheless this 
paper is equally opposed to the retention of unsuit­ 
able names just for the sake of avoiding a change. 
For instance, the suggestion of A. M. Lacy made 
through The Register some time ago that the names 
of Fourth street be changed is a good one— not that 
we especially favor the substitute (M arket street) 
suggested by Mr. Lacy, but certainly Fourth street 
is a misnomer. 
Not only does it not characterize the 
street as the principal business street of the city, but 
it is misleading. 
It puts strangers and newcomers 
all at sea. and even old-time residents may think of, 
say, 205 North Main street as being two blocks north 
of Fourth. 
The almost universal custom of cities 
is to start the north and south or east and west num­ 
bers at the central or mam business street. 


T here is som ethin* encouraging about

co n stitu te a large program th at is being carried out 
by m en of vision and of public spirit. 
And there are

m ovem ents, perhaps as of secondary im portance. 
A gratify in g phase of it all Is th a t the farm jo u r­ 
n als are continually giving th e valley close attention 
and extensive m ention.

as to give the Im pression th a t they may he local 
organs. 
T he underlying tru th Is th a t Im perial Val­ 
ley Is of such consequence, of auch vast econom ic 
Im portance, th at no tru e account of C alifornia’s pro­ 
duction can Ignore w hat Is being done here. 
Fifty 
or sixty m illion dollars w orth annually of farm pro­ 
duction by one county is som ething to challenge 
attention.

POSTAL RELIEF IS SOUGHT 


The Santa Ana post office is clearly in need of 
special relief appropriations from the post office de­ 
partment. 
The prospect that parcel post delivery is 
to be given but once a week, and that the remainder 
of the week those to whom parcels are addressed 
must call at the local office is not at all pleasing. 
Postmaster C. D. Overshiner has called the atten­ 
tion of the department to the situation, and the 
Chamber of Commerce has urged that relief be given. 
Word received today indicates that appropriations 
will be made that will give some measure of relief. 
At best, however, first class service in delivery cannot 
be expected until after the beginning of the next 
fiscal year, ju ’y I. 
The department states that it 
has to cut down expenses in order to get through the 
year. 
That, of course, is true, but we feel justified 
in taking the ground that no cuts in service should 
not be made in fair proportion. 
We feel that Santa 
Ana has received an undue share of slashing. 
The 
post office work here has grown rapidly, and the sys­ 
tem by which appropriations are made on the busi­ 
ness of the year gone by works out to the disadvan­

Em ergency relief w ork by th e A m erican Red Cross 
In Greece is to term in ate next Ju n e 30. 
Secretary 
of S tate H ughes gives official notice of th is to rep­ 
resentatives of th e B ritish, F rench, 
Italian 
and 
Greek governm ents. 
S ecretary 
H ughes 
suggests th a t a co-operative 
agreem ent be reached am ong the nations interested 
which would m ake it possible for thousands of 
refugees "to be absorbed as prom ptly as possible 
into the norm al econom ic life of the country w here 
they find them selves. 
“ On the p art of the U nited 
S tates governm ent, S ecretary H ughes assures the 
B ritish, French and Italian governm ents th at co­ 
operation may be depended upon from th is side of 
the A tlantic In som e “constructive plan” for per 
m anent relief in the N ear E ast. 
It is the purpose, 
how ever, to end th e em ergency relief w ork soon in 
th at q u a rter of the world. 
It should be feasible for the countries directly 
Interested In th at part of the world to w ork together 
to put an end to the conditions which call for out­ 
side relief contributions. 
T here is no good reason 
why Southeastern Europe and W estern A sia should 
be filled w ith suffering refugees. 
If persecutions 
th ere w ere ended; lf the w ar spirit w ere elim inated; 
and lf the countries and peoples there settled down 
to peaceful, productive pursuits, there would be no 
need of outside ald for th e people of the N ear East. 


Blocks Colorado Pact 
Riverside Enterprise. 
All of the seven sta te s Involved In th e Colorado 
riv er com pact have accepted and ratified w ith the 
exception of A rizona and failure th ere was purely a 
p artisan affair, the vote of ratification falling by 
tw o votes. 
The governor, opposing tho agreem ent 
purely on political grounds, 
was 
supported 
by 
D em ocrats in th e state legislature to the extent of 
holding up the m ost im portant im provem ent of its 
kind ever considered by the national governm ent. 
Follow ing the ratification by all of the states, lf it 
shall ever occur, It will then be necessary for con­ 
gress to ratify and there again m ay come a partisan 
fight. 
This is an o th er instance of the unfairness of 
partisan politicians in office who think m ore of 
their political fortunes and of the credit of w inning 
over opponents than of the w elfare of seven states 
and m illions of people. 
P ressu re in A rizona has 
been so strenuous, how ever, th a t there Is a possi­ 
bility th a t there will be a special session of the 
legislature and the pact ratified.

(T his is the th irte en th of 14 articles on th e City* 
M anager plan, by ll. S. G ilbertson of the N ational M uni­ 
cipal League.) 
If by dem ocrcy one m eans "d ictatorship of th e p ro letariat," 
then the city-m anager plan is not dem ocratic. 
Tho ideal which 
it does serve is governm ent by the whole people. 
(’lass governm ent, w hether It be by the business claes o r the 
w orking class is contrary to its sp irit; n evertheless w henever 
organized labor has sough* a m ore definite rep resen tatio n , It has 
been accorded. 
F or instance, in th e first com m issions in D ayton. Dubuque, 
Sandusky, Springfield, O., and various o th er cities, th ere were 
rep resen tativ es of organized labor. 
In fact, lab o r’s leadership was 
taken in on the ground floor and given a voice in th e fram ing of 
the ch arters; a condition w hich has been repeated in m any cities. 
Sandusky, O., elected a m echanic to its first com m ission. 
As 
a m em ber of the council, he contributed his valuable view point to 
the jo in t discussion of m unicipal projects. 
“H is was the m ost anxiously aw aited voice in the 
discussion and o th er councilm en, m erchants to whom the 
view s of labor w ere m ysteries, deferred to his superior 
know ledge of the popular effect of th eir proposed acts In 
certain q u arters of the tow n. 
L abor has som etim es been suspicious th a t the plan would be 
capitalistic,’* especially w here the m ovem ent for its adoption 
originated w ith a cham ber of com m erce. 
But, in m ore num erous 
Instances, it has dona w hat it did in Dubuque, la., one of th e tow ns 
where labor initiated the m ovem ent and w here th e tra d * and labor 
congress states, in a lette r to th e city m anager: 
"E xpressing the feeling of the laboring people In gen­ 
eral as to our change to th e m anager plan of governm ent, 
w e can say w ith pleasure th a t th ere seem s to be a co­ 
operative sp irit am ong our people In support of your tru ly 
business adm inistration. T his has been occasioned In large 
m easure, even . In form er opponents to the plan, by your p racti­ 
cal dem onstration of its principles.” 
The “ Labor Review” of D ayton rep o rts th e plan "satisfactory 
in every respect.” 
One of its chief supporters and advocates is W. G. Lee, na 
tional head of th e 
B rotherhood of R ailw ay T rainm en. 
A fter looking into th e w orkings of the plan in D ayton, he 
stated : 
"I have personally investigated how th e city-m anager 
* 
plan has w orked out in Dayton. 
I have asked railroad 
m en about It. I don’t see how any railroad m an can op­ 
pose the plan after Investigating It. 
"I see nothing undem ocratic in having th e city m an­ 
ager selected by the com m issioners. 
A 
city 
m anager 
doesn’t rule anybody. 
H e doesn’t pass any law s. 
He 
doesn’t determ ine any public policies. 
"I’m for the city-m anager plan because it m akes pos­ 
sible the elim ination of politics from public business and 
th a t m eans b e tte r governm ent and low er tax es.” 
W hen the city m anager idea w as proposed in Loraine, O., 
union labor in W heeling, W. Va., w as asked w hat its experience 
had been w ith th e city-m anager plan. 
The trad es and labor a s­ 
sembly, afte r long and thorough discussion, se n t back a full and 
vigorous endorsem ent.
